sugar is admitted into Spain froo of daty. 


The effect of such a change will be 
boneficial to tho works, Tho certainty of 
it can, of course, only be surmised, but I 


{think ib is so reasonable an expectation 


that we-may’ confidently hopo before long 
that it may be accomplished, The exten« 
sions aro procecding satisfactorily, and by 
the ond of next month we hope that the 
charcoal procoss will be ready for operation, 
Our advices lead us to anticipate that when 
charcoal sugar is placed’ on tho market 
there will be a considerable local con- 
sumption of it. The water supply which 
you were informed beford had been 
completed we are advised is perfoct, and 
altogether successful, and there is no ron- 
aon to rogret in anything that has beon 
done, the expenditure of the money,—large 
though it is. Of course in all matters 
connected with augar, at this time more 
especially, great uncertainty prevails but 
there is no reson to uspect that the 
success of this Company will not in theend 
be achieved. I shall be happy to answer 
any question that may be put to me. . 

No questions being asked, the Chairman 
moved, Mr Fostor seconded, and it ‘was 
unanimously agreed that the report ba 
adopted and the accounts as presonted, be 
passed.

Ono 
or two daya before the deceased’s death, 
about nine o'clock in thu morning, he went 
to,deceased’s shop, While ho was speak- 
iug to deceased, he saw the prisoner. atand- 
ing at tho’ door. Prisoner asked witness 
who was maater of the shop, and witness said 
‘what has that to do with you.” Prisoner 
said: ‘ Oh, I have known the old -man fora 
long time.’ (Witness could spaak Chincse). 
Prisoner then asked how many coolies were 
employed in the shop, and witness said ; 
‘That has nothing to do with you ; get away.’ 
Prisoner replied: ‘If you want any more 
coolies employ tac. I have been omployed 
here before, and know this business,’ 
Witness told him he did not wish to on- 
gage any coolies just now and told him 
to gosway. On the night of the murder, 
witness passed deceased’s shop, about a 
quarter to six, und told him to come to his 
meal: quick, as witness wanted to go out 
that evening after dinnor. Witness walted 
for deceased until about a quarter past or 
twenty minutes past eeven, when he sent 
a Chinese boy, named Ayvoon, to ¢all him. 
The Chinese boy came back, and witness 
Fasked him if deceased was in his shop or 
not: 

Witnees was asked what the boy said, 
but a8 Dr Ho Kai objected to tha ques- 
tion, witness was not allowed to answer it, 

Wituces thou sont Nazmo Deen to the 
shop, and, in consequenco of what. he was 
told, he went to the shop himself, along 
with other Indians. When he arrived 
at the shop, the door was locked. It had 
beon locked by Nuzmo Deen, who opened 
it, On going inside, witucss saw deceased 
lying on his face, on the floor, closo to the 
kitchon room, under tho cockloft. .

By Dr. Hokai :—Witness did ‘not notice

‘There was a counter running across the 
shop just under the cockloft which kept off 
tho view from the atreet on the East side 
leaving an open space of about 4 ft, through 
which there is an opon view from the street 
down to the kitchen.

>On the Court reassembling. after tiffin, 
De. Biarquost was called and deposed that 
he was at the Govornment Civil Hospital 
on the Gth Feby. when the bady of Alli 
Mahomed Rehemally wos bronght tn the 
Hospital. It was about 20 minutes before 
10 p.m. On the following morning he 
nade 3 post mortem examination: of the 
body, Whon brought to’ the hospital de- 
ceased had the gag produced in bis mouth. 
Ris face was livid, his tongue swollen and 
there were some bruises on the nose. On 
making an examination he fotnd' all the 
viecera congested and an effusion of serum 
on the brain. The right ventricle of the 
heart was empty.

By Dr Ho Kai :—The prisoner addressed 
witness first, saying ‘chin-chin,’ Deceased 
had somotimes borrowed money from wit- 
ress and witness liyd'also borrowed mony 
from him. - Deceased, when he counted 
his money, told witness thet he had got 
about $200 and that in a fow days ho 
wanted $250 to pay for some goods just 
arrived, and proposed that if he could not 
raise the other $00 by the time it was re- 
quired witnoss should lend him the amount. 
He saw tires Chinamen at tho shop, but 
the prisoner was the only one who spoke to 
him. He did not remember seeing the pri- 
soper that day at the Fire Brigade Station.

went home on the night of the 6th he told his 
mother about the fight in the Indian’s shop 
and his mother told him not to say uny- 
thing about it but to attend to his business. 

By His Lordship :—There were two leaves 
to the door of the shop, and it was not like 
Chinese doors, He could identify. tho 
second and third men who were with tho 
prisonor but he had never seen them belore. 

Inspeetor Quincey reeallod. Recognised 
the prisoner partly by the description of hin 
given by the hawkor and partly from 
infurmation he got in Tai-ping shan. Tho 
particulars givon hy the lust witness caused 
him to make enquiries of other Chinese. 
Ono cluo was that one of the men scen 
spoke Chin Chew, and had been a jintick.

foreignors. ‘Tha Government notilication 
was issued on the 7th.

He fetched Mok Asing, who 
took the prisonor away to his houss. 

Cross-examined, witness said he knew 
Mok Asing..

Mok Asing eaid that some yeara ago he 
was a servant of Mrs Bowler, but he 
had then gone home, and as his limbs 
wors weak ha could do. no. work. 
He came from Hoi-fungz, He knew the 
Jast witness ; he was also a Hoi-fung man, 
Ho saw ile prisoner on the 13th dan, in 
last witness’ house; he was a little sick and 
said he would rather como and stay at wit- 
nes’ house. Ho came away with witness 
and lived with him till the 9th Feb, when 
a Tung’ Kun man came to the house und 
asked him tocame ont. On the 6th Feb, 
he. was.-in the house-all day.--- He--did- not: 
go out, That, day the prisoner was asloop 
in his bed allday, He did not go out in 
afternoon vr eyening ; ‘he was telling the 
truth, before heaven,’
